Road deaths rise 

Provisional figures 
released this week for 
2007 indicate that 858 
people died in traffic 
accidents in Portugal. 
This total is up by eight 
from the previous year, 
though this number 
could be much higher as 
it is estimated that 14 
percent of all accident 
victims who are 
hospitalised succumb to 
their injuries. (See Page

Madeleine and Mourinho 

■ If it was not a new development concerning the disappearance of British 

toddler Madeleine McCann then it was Jose Mourinho keeping Portugal’s 
international profile on an unprecedented high, be they for the best, or 
worst reasons for most of the year that was 2007 here in Portugal. 


The past year has been 
etched in the memories of most 
as the year that witnessed the 
inexplicable and mysterious 
disappearance of Madeleine 
McCann from the holiday 
apartment she was staying at 
with her parents and her twin 
siblings. 

The story has put Portugal’s 
name at the forefront of interna- 
tional news coverage, and most 
informed people anywhere on 
the planet will nowbe able to find 
Praia da Luz on a map. 

The media frenzy and the 
constant clashes between Por- 
tuguese police and the media, 
both British and Portuguese, 
maintained the high profile of 
this extraordinary case. 

Since September, when 
Madeleine’ s parents were made 
suspects and effectively ‘found 
guilty’ ofbeing involved in their 
daughter’s disappearance by 
even some of the most learned 
commentators, Portuguese au- 
thorities have been slowly 
moving away from pressing to 
have the McCanns charged - 
which police have not done due 


to a lack of any evidence. 

The Attorney-General admit- 
ted towards the end of last year 
that the McCanns would prob- 
ably not have been declared for- 
mal suspects under legislation 
that came into force a week after 
police made their suspicions 
public. 

Kate and Gerry ’ s lawyer later 
accusingly pointed that police 
rushed to declare his clients sus- 
pects to avoid being unable to do 
so under more modem legislation 
that was implemented in mid- 
September. 

While the McCanns domi- 
nated reports in The Portugal 
News, with 1 1 frontpage stories 
in 2007 dedicated to this topic, 
Jose Mourinho also grabbed a few 
headlines himself. 

It was almost as if he was 
working in tandem with those 
who control the flow of informa- 
tion on Madeleine, as whenever 
news became more subdued, Mr 
Mourinho would step into the 
limelight to ensure Portugal was 
in the news once more. 

While Mourinho ’s flirtations 
with the English Football Asso- 


ciation towards the end of last 
year for the role of England boss 
kept Portugal’s high profile, 
Cristiano Ronaldo also did his 
best to undo some of the nega- 
tive publicity the country has 
received. He produced some 
breathtaking displays for club 
and country that made his com- 
patriots proud, along with thou- 
sands of expatriates pleased to 
be associated with Portugal. 

Money matters also received 
a fair amount of coverage, and 
while spiralling fuel prices and 
interestratesputhuge dents into 
the pockets of households here 
in Portugal, eating into their buy- 
ing power, there was some good 
news at the end of last year. 

The Paris-based OECD ex- 
plained that for the first time in 
seven years Portugal would, in 
2008, overtake the economies 
of the Euro Zone, anticipating 
also that exports would rise, 
while inflation and unemploy- 
ment would fall. 

Let’s hope the OCED ana- 
lysts are right and Portuguese 
consumers have a prosperous 
2008. 


January - Football, Superbugs & Debt 
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The year started with news that footballers wanted to launch industrial 
action in response to government plans to make them pay similar taxes to 
ordinary citizens. This was followed by revelations that hospital superbugs 
were starting to make their presence felt in Portugal. The month ends first 
with news that inflation has cut into the buying power of consumers followed 
by news that bad debt had hit an all-time high. 


At the start of 2007, The Por- 
tugal News revealed footballers 
were being urged to consider 
strike action against new tax 
measures in a last-ditch effort to 
avoid paying full rates. Profes- 
sional footballers had until then 
been covered by a special dispen- 
sation so they avoid paying full 
income tax rates on their remu- 
neration. But a compromise deal 
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reached behind closed doors ap- 
pears to have settled the matter 
for now, at least. 

The following week news 
emerged that hospital superbugs 
were on the up. 

European figures issued in 
January showed that antibiotic 
resistant superbugs including 
MRSA or methicillin resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus have re- 
corded a huge jump in recorded 
cases at Portuguese hospitals. 
According to the European An- 
timicrobial Resistance Surveil- 
lance System (EARSS), Portugal 
is now the fourth most affected 
country by MRSA in Europe, 
where researchers say superbugs 
are nearing epidemic propor- 
tions. 

Only Malta, Cyprus and Ro- 
maniahave ahigher prevalence of 
MRSA in Europe, with Portugal 
moving to fourth above the 
United Kingdom in the EARSS 
latest annual report on the status 
of antimicrobial resistance. 

As soon as the next annual re- 
port is released. The Portugal 
N ews will endeavour to unveil its 
findings. 

On January 20, the headline. 
Inflation cuts buying power, was 
supported by a story that stated 
for the ninth year running the 
government had undere stimated 
the inflation rate directly affect- 
ing the real earnings of private 
workers and civil servants alike. 


F igures published by the Institute 
for National Statistics (INE) 
confirmed the inflation rate for 
2006 to have been 3 . 1 percent, up 
considerably from the previous 
year’s figure of 2.3 percent, 
which is exactly the same figure 
the government said inflation 
would be in 2006. Despite con- 
sistently failing in its forecasts 
since 1997, the government is 
sticking to its 2.1 inflation rate 
prediction for 2007. 

The government, it seems was 
much closer this past year, with 
the final rate being fixed at an es- 
timated 2.2 percent. 

While readers were still count- 
ing their pennies, more bad news 
came with calculations done by 
The Portugal News based on 
figures released by the Bank of 
Portugal indicating that personal 
debt was rising €6m a day. 

The Bank of Portugal indi- 
cated that despite constant in- 
creases last year in interest rates, 
Portuguese consumers continue 
to spend above their means, with 
personal debt now standing at 20 
percent above disposable in- 
come. 

According to a report pub- 
lished at the end of January, fig- 
ures showed that personal credit 
rose by almost two billion euros 
in the space of just ten months. 

In effect, this meant that per- 
sonal debt is growing at around 
€250,000 every hour. 
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The month starts with news 
that an extensive survey eon- 
dueted by The Portugal News 
had been unveiled at a Lisbon 
eonference to television, radio, 
national print media and mem- 
bers of the international press, 
illustrating foreigners’ views on 
a wide array of issues to a euri- 
ous audienee. Among a number 
of unique findings, it was estab- 
lished that foreigners were be- 
eoming inereasingly integrated 
into their respeetive eommuni- 
ties with inereasing numbers of 
their ehildren attending state 
schools. But they still felt let 
down by central government and 
the mountains of bureaucracy 
they face when seeking to invest 
in Portugal, the survey ex- 
plained. 

The study, conducted over a 
period of two months, gathered 
the viewpoints of an estimated 
one in every 200 northern Euro- 
peans (resident or semi-resident) 
in Portugal to release the most 
comprehensive research ever 
conducted on the subject, and 
three times as many as the 2006 


survey on foreign residents. 

More good news the follow- 
ing week, as figures revealed that 
Lisbon is the safest capital in the 
European Union. 

The Portugal News ex- 
plained that a study conducted by 
a consortium, including EU and 
UN agencies, has found that Lis- 
bon is the safest city in the Euro- 
pean Union. At the opposite end 
of the scale, the report, published 
earlier that week unveils London 
as the most dangerous capital in 
which to live. 

The number of crimes against 
foreign residents/immigrants in 
Portugal and so-called hate 
crimes were also revealed as be- 
ing among the lowest in the EU. 

The study was conducted in 
the 15 “old” EU countries, as 
well as newer members Poland, 
Hungary and Estonia. 

On F ebruary 1 7, readers learnt 
the government had dismissed 
the building of an ambitious arti- 
ficial island off the Algarve coast 
as an environmental hazard. 
While Lisbon’s shunning of the 
multi-million euro proj ect at the 


prestigious Vale do Lobo resort 
has been met with contained re- 
gret in regional economic and 
tourist sectors, insiders had sug- 
gested this Dubai-like infrastruc- 
ture was doomed for failure from 
the moment anew administration 
took over at Vale do Lobo in De- 
cember 2006. 

In the final edition of this 
month. The Portugal News dis- 
closed details of the new car tax. 

While cars didbecome cheaper 
four months later, as predicted by 
this publication, car owners were 
forced to dig deeper into their 
pockets when paying their annual 
stamp duty. 

The government expects it will 
recuperate lost revenue from ex- 
isting car taxes by 20 1 2, which in 
effect means that thereafter, mo- 
torists will be paying more in car 
tax than they were at the start of 
2007. Calculations show that 
new cars now cost between 2 and 
2.5 percent less, as a result of a 
ten percent cut in car tax, but an- 
nual taxes will in many cases rise 
by up to four times their current 
value.

February - Cheaper cars, and the 
voice of foreigners grows stronger 


The results of the annual survey by The Portugal News released at the 
beginning of February showed not only that foreign residents in Portugal

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A storm which had been brewing erupted in March when the government 
announced a name change for the Algarve for “promotional reasons”, 
adding a letter to transform the southern Portuguese region into “Allgarve”. 
Authorities in Lisbon rubbished concerns from groups in Faro, saying 
“Algarve” would remain “Algarve” and that “Allgarve” was the all- 
encompassing name used when promoting Portugal’s tourism hotspot. 
The Algarve remained in the news with confirmation of continued interest 
in drilling for oil off the region’s coast. The Portugal News also revealed 
details of the smoking ban which took effect at the beginning of the year. 


The first week of Mareh saw 
the government shrug off eon- 
eems from interest groups in the 
Algarve, espeeially those linked 
to the tourist industry, insisting 
that only minor formalities now 
stand in the way of oil eompanies 
initiating exploration aetivities 
off the region’ s eoastline. 

With the projeet on iee sinee 
F ebruary 2006, authorities in the 
Algarve had grown inereasingly 
optimistie that plans of building 
oil platforms off the region’s 
eoast would remain on paper and 
not be transformed into reality. 

But regional offieials invited to 
a parliamentary meeting in Lis- 
bon in Mareh heard that adverse- 
effeets oil drilling eould have on 
tourism were not a eoneem of the 
government. 

Lisbon’ s view has been verbal- 
ised by the Energy Direetor Gen- 
eral, Miguel Barreto, who said 
that oil exploration in the Algarve 
has not eommeneed yet solely 
due to diffieulties in “reeoneiling 
the agendas of Repsol and RWE” 
to sign Portuguese government 
eontraets. 

After two botehed attempts at 
outlawing smoking in publie 
spaees, the government baek in 
Mareh pledged that smoking will 
be banned in bars, night elubs. 


restaurants and eoffee bars. The 
government has kept its word, 
and these venues are now more 
in line with the rest of Europe and 
will no longer be reeking of to- 
baeeo smoke or eausing diseom- 
fort to eustomers, espeeially 
those with ehildren who ean now 
safely enter a eoffee bar without 
eoneems of inhaling seeondary 
smoke. 

The following week, we reveal 
the story of Andreia Elisabete 
who was returned to her biologi- 
eal family 1 3 months after she had 
been snatehed from her mother’ s 
arms when she was only three- 
days old by a woman desperate to 
save her relationship by dupingher 
admittedly gullible partner into 
believing the ehildwashis. 

In the next edition, Lisbon 
sparked a mini-revolt among in- 
ereasingly-estranged Algarve of- 
fieials by revealing a multi-mil- 
lion euro eampaign that saw the 
region suffer a major brand 
tweaking. Straining relations 
even further in the wake of news 
that oil platforms eould spoil the 
region’s eoastline. Regional au- 
thorities expressed their outrage 
by news that the Algarve has be- 
eome “more English” for promo- 
tional purposes, and has had its 
name ehanged to Allgarve until 


2009. 

In a major surprise, in a vote 
by a national television broad- 
easter, Portugal eleeted its former 
dietator as its most influential 
personality. 

Aeeredited by his supporters 
as saving Portugal from eeo- 
nomie and soeial anarehy when 
he first eame to power, Antonio 
de Oliveira Salazar won his first 
eleetion, albeit posthumously 
and on the state television net- 
work whose ereationhe oversaw 
and regularly eensored. Re- 
sponse to Salazar’s unexpeeted 
vietory in RTP’s phone-in to 
eleet “The Greatest Portuguese” 
was muted, despite him winning 
the ballot by a margin never seen 
in any maj or politieal poll held in 
the eountry ’ s 3 3 -year old demoe- 
raey. While some observers have 
said not too mueh should be read 
into this poll, other analysts be- 
lieve it is a sign of ehanging times 
and burgeoning dissatisfaetion. 

Almost 220,000 eitizens paid 
premium phone-in rates 
(129,000 euros) to east their 
vote, with ‘Benevolent Dietator’ 
Salazar obtaining more than twiee 
the votes of seeond-plaeed 
Alvaro Cunhal, who obtained 1 9 
pereent of the vote, 22 pereent 
behind the winner.

EU funds, tourism chief quits and bad debt rising 


The first half of April was dominated by 
stories relating to European Union funds. 
First, the European Commission 
threatened to temporarily shut the tap on 
Portugal’s funding, followed by revelations 
of howtheEU was targeting fund fraudsters. 
With summer around the corner, the Algarve 
was rocked by news that its tourism chief 
had walked outon hisjob, followed by a story 
concerning the country’s ever-growing debt 
troubles. 


The first story of April, which 
was not an April F ool ’ s j oke, for 
a change, some might say, indi- 
cated that the European Commis- 
sion was ready to make Portugal 
the second country to have its EU 
funding tap temporarily shut 
down. In an official warning is- 
sued to the Lisbon government, 
Durao Barroso ’ s EC warned that 
Portugal faced the real risk of see- 
ing some of its majorprojects sus- 
pended due to its persistence in 
not transposing European Union 
directives into national law. 
While all EU member states have 
been guilty of agreeing with leg- 
islation at a European level only 
to stubbornly delay their imple- 
mentation nationally, the EU’s 
patience seemed to have run dry 
over legislation that Portugal had 
pledged to bring into force way 
back in January 2006. 

And while Portugal remains 
the worst European Union mem- 
ber state when it comes to imple- 
menting internal market rules 


and directives into national law, 
the EU has, for now, not pro- 
ceeded to carry out its threats. 

Then there was news of the EU 
clamping down on fund 
fraudsters. 

The move was initiated fol- 
lowing on a 74 page report by the 
Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development’s 
(OECD) Working Group on 
Bribery in Portugal resulting in 
two arrests in connection with 
the findings of the survey. 

On April 21, The Portugal 
News told of the unexpected de- 
parture of Helder Martins, head 
of the Algarve Regional Tourism 
Board (RTA) from his incom- 
plete mandate. His walkout 
sparked controversy on a na- 
tional level as other regional enti- 
ties appealed to the government 
to take charge of a situation no- 
body appears equipped to han- 
dle effectively. 

Despite the initial troubles 
faced by the RTA, former Civil 



Governor Antbnio Pina was hast- 
ily thrust into the role of Algarve 
Tourism Chief and by general 
consensus seems to have been 
doing a decent job since his ap- 
pointment. 

The final story of April re- 
vealed that debt in Portugal had 
doubled. 

Financial institutions in Por- 



tugal have increased their grip on 
national consumers to an extent 
where three quarters of wealth 
created each year is now used to 
pay off debt to banks, revealed 
The Portugal News. 

Quarterly figures on debt in 
Portugal raised concerns among 
consumer groups anticipating 
that Portuguese are set to become 
even more indebted in coming 
months. 

Debt to banks has doubled 
since 2000, totalling € 1 1 6.6 bil- 


lion by the end of F ebruary . Seven 
years earlier, this figure repre- 
sented 47 percent of the wealth 
created by the country, but has 
soared since and now corre- 
sponds to 74.8 percent of the 
Gross Domestic Product. 

In 2006 alone, debt was rising 
by a staggering €1.67 million an 
hour (up by 14.8 percent in rela- 
tion to 2005) and experts pre- 
dicted this figure has probably 
increased again the first four 
months of this year. 


The 101.1 percent rise in debt 
the past seven years, according 
to the Bank of Portugal ’ s Spring 
Bulletin, is mostly attributed to 
mortgages, though personal loans 
have also gained a larger slice of 
the market. 

Debt arising from mortgages 
has escalated by 1 13.6 percent 
since 2000, while personal loans 
climbed 79.9 percent over the 
same period. Bad debt, mean- 
while, has increased by 82.8 per- 
cent the past seven years.

The front page story on May 4'^ revealing details of Portugal’s smoking 
ban was clouded by news that hours after going to press, a British girl 
had been reported missing from her holiday apartment in Praia da Luz. 
More than eight months after her disappearance, Madeleine McCann has 
still not been found and little progress seems to have been made in 
establishing her whereabouts and in finding those responsible. 


The first story published by 
The Portugal News was to of- 
fer a reward for information in 
finding Madeleine MeCann. 

The deeision to offer a reward 
was made only after eareful de- 
liberation. The Portugal News, 
whieh still stands by its deeision, 
believed that offering a reward 
loeally eould be vital in obtaining 
information as to little 
Madeleine’s whereabouts. It was 
also thought likely that inform- 


ants would feel more at ease eon- 
taeting a Portuguese-based or- 
ganisation and thereby have 
greater eertainty of a reward be- 
ing paid out. 

The following week, the eall to 
find Madeleine was reiterated. 

Interest in the disappearanee 
of little Madeleine MeCann re- 
mained one of the most talked 
about news items aeross the 
globe more than two weeks after 
her disappearanee. It had seemed 


interest was lost when the Brit- 
ish media started paeking their 
bags on May 13th, as the story 
appeared to be dying out. But a 
seareh at a villa loeated 1 00 me- 
tres from the erime seene that day, 
has ensured reporters have had to 
extend their stays here as the 
media eoverage of Madeleine’s 
disappearanee promises to eon- 
tinue for some time still. 

The seareh at the villa of 
Robert Murat resulted in him 
being deelared a suspeet, a status 
whieh has yet to be lifted. 

On the Portuguese front, initial 
eritieism of the British media has 
died down, but a eertain amount 
of antagonism still remains. 

Formerpoliee spokesman and 
PJ Chief Inspeetor Olegario 
Sousa told The Portugal News 
baek in May that some British 
media had been “irresponsible” 
in their reporting. 

Aeeording to Mr Sousa, re- 
porters, espeeially those from 
television eompanies, had been 
requested not to show footage of 
investigators or the lieenee plates 
of the ears they were using. 

“By disregarding this request, 
espeeially in the initial stages of 
investigations, they have not 
only endangered the lives of our 
investigators, but also the lives of 
their families”, eharged Mr 
Sousa. 

Asked if British media had 
improved in their reporting sinee 
their early ‘ indiseretions ’ , he an- 
swered: “They’re doing a mueh 
better job now”. 

In the final edition in May and 
eommemorating International 
Missing Persons Day, The Por- 
tugal News reealled that between 
Madeleine MeCann’ s disappear- 
anee on May and May 26*, 
more than eight hundred ehildren 
were reportedmissing in Britain, 
figures by the National Missing 
Persons Helpline indieated. 

This UK eharity that works 
with young runaways, missing 
and unidentified people says it 
direetly finds 10 missing people 
eaehweek. 

Paul Tuohy, Chief Exeeutive 
of the eharity said: “Everyone 
hopes that Madeleine’s disap- 
pearanee will have a swift and 
happy ending. However, in the 
meantime we believe the aware- 
ness raised has helped to edueate 
the publie that ‘missing’ is a so- 
eial issue that eould affeet every 
one of us.” 

But it has taken the disappear- 
anee of Madeleine MeCann for 
shoeking statisties sueh as these 
to be given publie attention.

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July - Car tax, EU and McCanns 



Thefirstweekof July witnessed the start of a new car tax system the EC notified 
Portugal, for the umpteenth time, that its system of charging VAT on new cars 
was in contravention of EU rules. The European Union remained in the 
headlines with news that dozens of police who would usually be sent to the 
Algarve during the summer months were to be kept in Lisbon due to Portugal’s 
presidency of the rotating EU presidency. In the final week of July, we reported 
that Gerry McCann felt he and his wife Kate were good and responsible parents. 


In a move that could still 
plunge the state of Portugal’ s fi- 
nances into disarray, the Euro- 
pean Commission in July told 
Lisbon to change its laws regard- 
ing the inclusion of the amount of 
their car registration taxes within 
the taxable amount of VAT on 
new cars. Calculations show that 
cars in Portugal are up to seven 
percent more expensive due to 
the misapplication of VAT by 
the state. A number of fiscal ex- 
perts have already said they 



would recommend consumers 
seek to retrieve unduly made 
VAT payments, while consumer 
rights groups have pledged to 
back motorists all the way to the 
taxman’s coffers. But with the 
government challenging this rul- 
ing, it could take some time be- 
fore consumers can even contem- 
plate claiming back VAT. 

Readers then read that the EU 
had grabbed Algarve police, 
when the Ministry of Home Af- 
fairs admitted that the customary 
reinforcement of police in the 
Algarve over summer, when the 
population triples to over a mil- 
lion people would be conditioned 
by the needs of the Portuguese 
presidency of the European Un- 
ion. Local officials lashed out as 
the government, saying that po- 
lice visibility and efficiency 
should have been of paramount 
importance this summer, espe- 
cially after the abduction of 
Madeleine McCann from her 
bed at a holiday resort. 

But despite a reduction in po- 


licing, no notable rise in crime was 
reported over the summer 
months. 

A scandal then rocked Portu- 
gal ’ s elite police when it emerged 
internal affairs investigators sus- 
pected that as many as 2 1 drug 
enforcement agents could have 
kept the cash seized from at least 
two separate operations. Internal 
affairs also placed advertise- 
ments in daily newspapers ask- 
ing the public to come forward 
with complaints relating to 
money apprehended by investi- 
gators from the DCITE drug en- 
forcement agency. 

The DCITE, which is a branch 
of the PJ, was first embroiled in 
controversy when it emerged last 
week that close to € 1 00,000 had 
disappeared after it had been 
seized. 

Ana Paulo Matos, who has 
been a PJ detective since 1977 and 
who supervised the two opera- 
tions from which a total of 
€93,935 disappeared, was later 
arrested and charged with taking 


June - Madeleine ‘fever’ peaks 

Coverage at the beginning of June of the Madeleine case remained prominent 
in The Portugal News, but in its edition of June 9*^ afterfive consecutive lead 
stories on the case. The Portugal News gave prominence to other issues 
affecting the country. It would not be until July 28'^ that The Portugal News 
would publish a lead story concerning the disappearance of the British 
toddler. 



Hoping and praying, wrote 
The Portugal News to mark the 
Sunday that was exactly a month 
since four-year-old Madeleine 
McCann was taken fromherbed. 
Despite the combined efforts of 
Portuguese and British police 
forces, religiously assisted by 
hundreds of volunteers and well- 
wishers, little progress was made 
during the first month of her dis- 
appearance in finding Madeleine. 

In the first non-Madeleine 
McCann lead story, it was re- 
vealed that road deaths had been 
dramatically slashed in Portugal. 

It was revealed that Portugal 
had managed a miraculous turn- 
around when it comes to road 
traffic fatalities, and is now an 
example to both developing and 
industrialised countries around 
the globe fighting to bring down 
the number of victims. A study 
conducted by road company, 
Estradas de Portugal (EP) and 
which was published this week, 
reveals the number of road deaths 
in the country has fallen 297 per- 
cent in little more than a decade. 

The study found that in 1 995, 
the Portuguese road fatality rate 
was 27 1 per one million inhabit- 
ants, more than double the aver- 
age for the European Union. 

But 2006 figures show that 
this figure is now 9 1 , which is 


slightly more than five percent 
the EU average. 

There were 40 per cent fewer 
road deaths in 2006 compared 
with 2001, ranking Portugal as the 
tenth safest EU country in which 
to drive a motor vehicle, a recent 
report by the European Com- 
mission illustrated. 

There was also reference to 
growing personal debt, a topic 
covered on no fewer than three 
lead stories by The Portugal 
News'va.2001 . 

Readers were told to brace 
themselves for the tough eco- 
nomic times that lie ahead, ac- 
cording to Bank of Portugal pre- 
dictions. In its 2006 Financial 
Stability Report, the Bank fore- 
casted that thousands of families 
who previously enj oy ed relative 
financial stability would struggle 
to repay their debts. 

Under the headline, ‘Abortion 
Commotion’ readers learnt in 
mid- June that starting July 15, 
women in Portugal would be able 
to undergo voluntary termination 
of pregnancies at government or 
private hospitals. 

In April, President Cavaco 
Silva signed a law permitting Por- 
tuguese women to opt for abor- 
tion through to the tenth week of 
pregnancy. 

The bill, proposed by the So- 


cialist government, was passed 
by parliament in March, bringing 
predominantly Roman Catholic 
Portugal into line with most of its 
European Union partners. 

Lawmakers acted after a refer- 
endum a month earlier had indi- 
cated a majority of Portuguese 
supported change of the coun- 
try’s restrictive abortion law, 
despite strong opposition from 
the Catholic Church. 

Turnout for the referendum 
had been insufficient to make the 
results binding. 

Women’s rights activists say 
that as many as 10,000 women 
are hospitalised yearly in Portu- 
gal from botched, illegal abor- 
tions. 

Finally, news emerged in late 
June that the government was 
preparing to rewrite labour laws. 

The Portuguese government, 
little more than a month after es- 
caping one of the biggest strikes 
in history politically unscathed, 
now seems ready to test the pa- 
tience of trade unions and work- 
ers again with radical changes to 
the country’s rigid labour laws. 

Portugal has faced successive 
strikes throughout 2007, but the 
government has remained un- 
moved and carried through most 
of its proposed reforms concern- 
ing workers. 



the money to pay off personal 
debts. 

As the tide started turning in 
some quarters against Kate and 
Gerry McCann in late July, the 
parents of missing Madeleine 
McCann reacted angrily to media 
reports suggesting that they will 
face prosecution in the UK for 
being negligent parents. In their 
defence, the four-year-old tod- 
dler’s parents say they are con- 


vinced they acted responsibly. 

While the British media has 
sporadically been seen and heard 
vouching for the McCann family 
whenever a suggestion has been 
made locally they might or even 
should face prosecution for leav- 
ing their children unattended, it 
is a report by a UK paper that has 
left the family most unsettled. 

Airing his views after the re- 
port, Mr McCann said: “There 


is a very upsetting story on the 
front page of a British national 
newspaper. The headline sug- 
gests that Kate and I face pros- 
ecution for neglecting our chil- 
dren by dining 5 0 yards away and 
checking on them regularly.” 

He further explains that while 
he knows “there has been criti- 
cism in some quarters of our ac- 
tions but at the time, we felt our 
actions were responsible.”

Portugal’ s highest ranking law en- 
forcement official, Alipio 
Ribeiro, director of the Policia 
Judiciaria (PJ), who said in an 
interview that police are optimis- 
tic of finding Madeleine 
McCann, but admitted that po- 
lice are in the dark as to her po- 
tential whereabouts or the motive 
behind her disappearance. 

In the last edition of August, 
the Association of Building and 
Public Works Industries 
(AICCOPN) warned that the 
only way to minimise the nega- 
tive impact rising interest rates are 
having on the national real estate 
market is through attracting for- 
eign residents to invest in the 
Portuguese housing market. 

Wary of the drop in the build- 
ing sector which AICCOPN says 
has become increasingly more 
evident in recent months, the as- 
sociation says more needs to be 
done to bring foreign home buy- 
ers to Portugal. 


August -Tax, expats and Madeleine 

The vicious onslaught launched by the Finance Ministry on taxpayers who it 
says owes it money continued with hugely positive results. There were also 
calls by high-ranking officials for national authorities to do more to promote 
real estate in Portugal, while developments in the Madeleine McCann case 
also once more managed to grab front page coverage. 


News coverage at the begin- 
ning of a mild August kicks off 
with news that tax debts have 
plummeted to their lowest level 
in six years. 

In January, the Treasury had 
called on its tax inspectors to col- 
lect 1 4 billion euros in outstand- 
ing debts in 2007. But a number 
of coercive measures along with 
incentives offered to tax depart- 
ments has seen almost 1 5 billion 
euros raised by reinvigorated tax 
collectors in the space of only six 
months. 

After climbing to more than 1 7 
billion euros at the beginning of 
last year, the Treasury confirmed 
that the amount owed to the state 
by companies and individuals 
has now dropped to a six-year 
low of 1 2.7 billion euros. 

During the first half of 2007, a 
total of 300,000 orders to seize 
property or monetary funds have 
been issued by tax departments 
across the country, which along 
with the public naming of tax 
debtors, explained the Treasury, 
has served to substantially re- 
duce the amount it is owed in 
taxes. 

Increased fiscal revenue has 
also assisted the government in 
maintaining its budgetary targets 
for the current year, it adds. 

The following week The Por- 
tugal N ews reveals that police are 


confident of solving Madeleine 
mystery. 

The edition of August 11, 
marked the 1 00th day since the 
disappearance of Madeleine 
McCann from an apartment in the 
Algarve resort of Praia da Luz and 
for the first time since the four- 
year-old girl went missing, her 
parents, Kate and Gerry, have 
been forced to brave numerous 
press reports that their daughter 
might no longer be alive. 

Also, police investigating the 
disappearance of Madeleine 
McCann were confident this 
week that they are nearer to solv- 
ing the mystery of the toddler’s 
disappearance. 

Police also confirmed they are 
focussing more of their efforts in 
searching for a body. The Por- 
tugal News learnt this week. 

Sources involved with the in- 
vestigation said at the time: “Our 
efforts are now mostly centred on 
finding a body”, though the pos- 
sibility that Madeleine will be 
found alive is not being ruled out. 

Our source denied that the 
McCanns or any of their friends 
are being treated as suspects, say- 
ing only: “I can confirm strangers 
to the family are being investi- 
gated”. 

The optimism revealed a week 
earlier in The Portugal News 
was underlined on Augsut 1 8 by 


September - McCanns made suspects as 
Mourinho leaves Chelsea 

News pertaining to matter Portuguese dominated across the globe when first Kate and Gerry McCann were 
made suspects in the case of their missing daughter followed by Jose Mourinho’s shock exit at Stamford Bridge. 


But the month started with our 
revelation that illegal migrants 
were turning their focus to Por- 
tugal. 

Immigrants living and working 
illegally in countries such as 
Spain and Italy have turned to 
Portugal in the hope that they can 
take advantage of an extraordi- 
nary legalisation process an- 
nounced by the Socialist govern- 
ment. The majority of illegal im- 
migrants entering Portugal seek- 
ing ‘EU papers’ in August are 
said to be mostly from West Af- 
rican states or from the Asian sub- 
continent. 

The government later sus- 
pended this law, effectively clos- 
ing the gates on illegal migrants. 

While countless people were 
saying: “Toldyou so” when Kate 
and Gerry McCann were de- 
clared suspects by Portuguese 
police in early September, it still 
surprised most. 

And following being declared 
official suspects and after four 
months of almost absolute si- 


lence, a number of high ranking 
politicians and law enforcement 
authorities, both here and in Brit- 
ain, started expressing their 
views on the latest developments 
involving the disappearance of 
Madeleine McCann and the con- 
stitution of her parents, Kate and 
Gerry, as formal suspects. Both 
the Prime Ministers of Portugal 
and Britain made official state- 
ments, along with the Portuguese 
Minister of Justice, and the UK 
Foreign and Home Secretaries, in 
an indication of the effect the dis- 
appearance of a four-year-old 
British girl has had on both coun- 
tries. 

In comments to El Pais, the 
Portuguese Prime Minister said 
he has “total trust in the work 
being done by the Portuguese 
police”. 

The Portuguese Prime Minis- 
ter was speaking after comments 
by David Miliband and Jacqui 
Smith, F oreign and Home Secre- 
taries respectively. 

The UK Foreign Secretary, 


speaking on the sidelines of a for- 
eign minister ’ s meeting in V iana 
do Castelo shortly after Kate and 
Gerry McCann were made formal 
suspects, said he trusted Portu- 
guese police and the “Most im- 
portant thing is to discover what 
happened to Madeleine. 

“The Portuguese justice sys- 
tem is doing its job and the Brit- 
ish consular services are doing 
theirs, but the most important is 
the girl,” Mr Miliband was 
quoted as telling EFE news 
agency as Kate and Gerry were 
preparing to leave Portugal. 

But the McCanns being de- 
clared suspects was not the only 
‘ September Surprise ’ in terms of 
news coverage. 

F olio wing a lacklustre start to 
the football season, Jose 
Mourinho once again shocked the 
world of football by handing in 
his resignation after Chelsea 
drew in Fondon against Norwe- 
gian side Rosenborg in the Cham- 
pions Feague. 

Chelsea Football Club and 


Jose Mourinho agreed to part 
company by mutual consent, read 
an official statement published 
on the club ’ s website after a meet- 
ing between the manager and club 
owner Roman Abramovich. 

Mourinho, who won the 
UEFA Cup and Champions 
Feague with F C Porto, had been 
unable to repeat these achieve- 
ments with Chelsea, though he 
did give fans at Stamford Bridge 
their first English league title in 
50 years during his first season 
at the club. 

While he remains unem- 
ployed, the man who calls him- 
self the special one has made no 
secrets about his intention to train 
the Portuguese national team in 
the future, which remains likely 
after he turned down the oppor- 
tunity to manage England who 
appeared willing to move heaven 
and earth to have him take the j ob . 

Many pundits are now back- 
ing Mourinho to take over from 
Fuiz Felipe Scolari after Euro 
2008 next June.

Government officials have 
termed open aeeess to people’s 
bank aceounts as being “funda- 
mental” in fighting tax evasion. 

The government’s insistence 
in ehasing alleged tax evaders has 
been met with strong opposition. 

Speaking in Parliament in No- 
vember, the leader of the CD S-PP 
party accused the state of having 
called a “fiseal Jihad” against the 
average Portuguese taxpayer. 

Paulo Portas further argued: 
“In a hundred legal cases, the state 
loses more than half’, with its 
victories eoming against those in 
lower income braekets. 

Fellow MP Diogo Feio con- 
tinued this line of argument, add- 
ing the state’s dismal record in 
courts could be worse, as the 
majority of the eases it loses in- 
volve large amounts and in turn, 
taxpayers with the means to al- 
most successfully defend them- 
selves in litigation brought 
against the state over alleged un- 
paid taxes. 

An argument that reinforees 
the idea that small taxpayers 
with limited funds make up the 
large majority of the taxman’s 
“victims” in the country’s 
courts. 

The month culminates with 
news that Jose Mourinho was 
the man English football wanted 
to lead them to glory. 

While Jose Mourinho made no 
seeret of the faet that he would 
enj oy managing an international 
side, he has been clear that he 
would prefer managing his native 
Portugal. 

With England no longer a pos- 
sibility, it could still be that 
Mourinho beeomes the next man 
in eharge of Portugal, especially 
depending on the fortunes of the 
team when they compete at this 
summer’s Euro 2008 football 
ehampionships.

The campaign, which ended 
this week, primarily foeussed on 
boosting the presenee of poliee 
on the nation’s roads, with spe- 
cific attentionbeing given to drink 
drivers and speedsters.

October- Maddie cop sacked, promising budget 

In a surprise move, the chief of Portugal’s PJ criminal investigation department decided to remove one of his 
top detectives from the Madeleine case after he attacked British police and the McCanns in a brief conversation 
with a Portuguese journalist. While Madeleine remained in the news, there was the release of the state 
budget for 2008 coupled with the surprise move by British Airways to cease flights to Faro. 


The first public comments 
made by Chief Inspector 
Gon 9 alo Amaral on the 
Madeleine MeCann ease were 
also his last. An outburst levelled 
at British poliee for their eager- 
ness in investigating information 
supplied by Kate and Gerry 
McCann led to the leading inves- 
tigator into the disappearance of 
Madeleine McCann being trans- 
ferred to another station at the 
beginning of October. The ex- 
traordinary comments made by 
Gon 9 alo Amaral to a Portuguese 
newspaper resulted in the Min- 
ister of Justiee Alberto Costa 
making a public statement in sup- 
port of British poliee and within 
an hour of Mr Costa’ s comments, 
the man who has directed inves- 
tigations into Madeleine’ s disap- 
pearance the past five months re- 
ceived a fax from P J police diree- 
tor Alipio Ribeiro ordering him 
to clear his desk as he was being 
transferred to Faro where he 
would be exercising duties unre- 
lated to one of the biggest and 
most complex investigations ever 
conducted on Portuguese soil. 

“British police have solely 
been working on that which suits 
the MeCann eouple”, said the 
chief of the Portimao Criminal 


Investigation Department in a 
tone described by Didrio de 
NoHcias reporters as “explo- 
sive”. 

In a completely different story 
the next week. The Portugal 
News unveiled what some ob- 
servers have sinee termed a buoy- 
ant budget. 

The 2008 budget is heavily 
centred on rigour and consolida- 
tion. Included in the draft pro- 
posal, are higher taxes on alcohol 
and tobacco, but the Finance 
Minisiter, reaeting to aecusations 
from the opposition, said taxes 
on fuel will not be hiked, as had 
initially been predicted, during 
the eourse of 2008. While auster- 
ity measures imposed in recent 
budgets have resulted in the So- 
cialist government’ s popularity 
plummeting, espeeially among 
low income earners, it has now 
emerged that the budget defieit 
might be within EU limitations 1 2 
months before anticipated, un- 
derlying Lisbon’s sueeesses in 
moves to contain spending and 
reduce debt. 

After peaking at a staggering 
6.9 percent in 2004, measures 
imposed by the government since 
coming to power at the beginning 
of the 2005 are set to see the 


budget deficit fall beneath the 
euro-zone limit of three percent 
for the first time in five years. 

Increases in value added tax in 
the top rate to 2 1 percent, impos- 
ing a one-time income tax rate of 
42 percent on high income earn- 
ers and taxes on fuel, tobacco and 
alcohol in budgets since 2005 
appear to have finally resulted in 
some form of financial stability. 

The next week. The Portugal 
News revealed exclusively that 
Portuguese police were in the 
possession of a laptop rented out 
to the MeCann family during 
their stay in Portugal. 

The Portugal News revealed 
that an Algarve IT company in 
September handed police a 
laptop used by Gerry MeCann 
since May. Portuguese police 
appeared to have been in the dark 
as to existence of the laptop and 
did not request the handing over 
of the equipment. The eomputer, 
in police possession for almost 
four months, has not yet been 
returned to its owner. 

The laptop was held by Mr 
McCann for much of his stay in 
Portugal and returned shortly 
before the McCanns’ surprise 
departure to Britain. The laptop, 
provided by an Algarve IT com- 


pany, was handed to the 
McCanns around a week after 
their daughter Madeleine went 
missing and was in their posses- 
sion for four months. 

As the month was drawing to 
a close, it emerged that EasyJet 
was taking over BA ’ s F aro route. 

After more than 40 years of fly- 
ing to Faro, British flag carrying 
flights to Faro have been halted, 
at least for the foreseeable future, 
with news that the GB Airways 
franchise hadbeen terminated and 
the airline bought by easyJet in a 
multi-billion euro deal. Sourees at 
British Airways told The Portu- 
gal News that BA had for some 
time been looking to cancel the 
franchise deal and had turned 
down the opportunity to keep the 
red, white and blue tailed planes 
frombecoming bright orange. The 
take over deal will see easyJet fur- 
ther boost its already dominant 
position at Faro airport whieh 
annually receives more than five 
million passengers. The increased 
dominance of this airline at Faro 
has also fuelled speculation that 
easyJet are set to make the airport 
one of its ‘mini European head- 
quarters’ asisthecasewithahand- 
ful of other European destina- 
tions. 


It emerged at the start ofNo- 
vember that the government was 
considering the possibility of im-

Instead, Don 
and I looked ahead at the cal- 
endar and marked off dates we 
would spend with them. Of 
course giving presents came 
into our plans as well. 

I used to bristle when my 
parents gave us monetary in- 
stead of material presents. But 
when we thought of the kids,

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President calls for dialogue to tackle country’s 
health, education and economic woes 



President Anibal Cavaco Silva has 
expressed dissatisfaction with the 
performance of Portugal’s Socialist 
government during 2007 in the areas of 
health, education and the economy, 
calling for “more dialogue” to reduce 
tensions in society. 


In a New Year’s address 
broadcast Tuesday on RTP state 
television, Cavaco Silva said 
2007 “was not easy for many 
Portuguese.” 

“Everyone would have liked 
the country’s economic and so- 
cial evolution to have been more 
positive and for signs of recov- 
ery being stronger,” said Portu- 
gal’s leader, a Conservative and 
former two-term prime minis- 
ter. 

Portuguese society faces a 
range of challenges, particularly 
in the areas of social inequality 
and healthcare provision, said 
Cavaco Silva, noting the often 
“unjustified and disproportion- 
ate” salary levels between sen- 
ior managers and ordinary work- 
ers. 

To tackle these pressing prob- 
lems, he added, greater dialogue 
between political leaders and all 


interest groups in society is vi- 
tal. 

“The deepening of dialogue 
will certainly improve the under- 
standing of policies, reduce con- 
flict and tensions and create a 
more favourable involvement in 
the development of the coun- 
try.” 

Cavaco Silva, an economist 
by training, also had a message 
for Portugal’s majority Socialist 
government, which should “see 
criticism as a stimulus to do bet- 
ter.” 

Saying he was confident in 
the government’s ability to 
tackle rising unemployment, 
which has reached “alarming 
proportions”, Cavaco Silva, 
warned that wider dialogue in- 
volving all social partners is the 
only way to alleviate the plight 
ofPortugal’s jobless.

Portugal currently has 
160 troops serving with 
ISAF and plans to reduce 
this contingent from Au- 
gust, 2008. Lisbon says its 
will keep a C-130 military 
transport aircraft in Af- 
ghanistan and 15 instruc- 
tors to train Afghan Army 
recruits. 


Provisional figuresreleasedthis 
week for 2007 indicate that 858 
people died in traffic accidents in 
Portugal.

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Year Ender Review 2007 

2 007 was the year in 
whieh global warming 
finally began to be 
taken seriously. The 
elimate ehange deniers 
were in full retreat, and the 
realisation that we faee a long 
and grave erisis was finally 
dawning on the general publie. 
However, it remains to be seen 
whether it was the year in whieh 
the world agreed on effeetive 
measures to deal with the erisis. 

The global eonferenee in Bali 
that was supposed to kiek off ne- 
gotiations for a new treaty to 
replaee the Kyoto aeeord after 
2012 ended ambiguously. The 
Ameriean delegation did not 
sueeeed in wreeking it, but it did 
manage to get all speeifie targets 
for euts in greenhouse gas emis- 
sions removed from the text of 
the agreement. 

The other eountries went 
along with it in order to stop the 
United States from walking out, 
on the assumption that this 
year’s presidential eleetion will 
produee an administration that 
is willing to eooperate. Then the 
hard targets for euts will get put 
baek in, and United States will 
sign up to them, and the Indians 
and the Chinese and the other 
big developing eountries will 
make a deal that eommits them 
to some eap on emissions in re- 
turn for mueh teehnologieal and 
fmaneial help from the devel- 
oped eountries in installing 
elean energy teehnologies. 

That is the theory, and you 
ean’t blame the other eountries 
for going along with it beeause 
the alternative was a rogue 
Ameriea and no agreement. On 
the other hand, the history is not 
promising. It was Saint Albert 
Gore himself, then viee-presi- 
dent, who led the US delegation 
to the Kyoto talks in 1997 and 
drove the proposed emissions 
euts down from fifteen pereent 
to five pereent, in the hope of 
eoming up with a deal that Con- 
gress would aeeept. 

But Congress never did aeeept 
the Kyoto aeeord, beeause its 
paymasters in the US energy, 
transport and natural resourees 
seetors said not to. Things may 
have ehanged a bit now — Con- 
gress passed a bill this month 
that mandates greater fuel 
eeonomy in vehieles — but on 
the big issues it is still largely 
subservient. 

It really is amazingly eheap to 
buy the US Congress. Sinee 
1990, fossil fuel industries, log- 
ging interests, agribusiness 
eompanies and the transporta- 
tion industry have given federal 
politicians only about $750 mil- 
lion, but that money plays such 
a key role in funding their elec- 
tion campaigns that on the ques- 
tion of climate change Congress 
usually toes the line. With no 
early prospect of campaign fi- 
nance reform, there is no reason 
to believe that the next Congress 
will be very different in its be- 
haviour. 

George W. Bush will no 
longer be there in 2009, but even 
a more climate-friendly presi- 
dent will probably still face a 
sold-out Congress. The crisis 
has finally been acknowledged 
around the world, but we may 
not be anywhere near a coordi-

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nated global response yet. 

The other event with truly glo- 
bal impaet was the soaring priee 
of oil, whieh has been hovering 
at just below $ 1 00 per barrel for 
the past four months. It may go 
baek down, of eourse, but it is 
unlikely ever to drop below $50 
again and it is just as likely to 
rise as to fall. Indeed, many peo- 
ple suspeet that we are now at 
or near “peak oil”, after whieh 
produetion will steadily deeline 
and the priee will eontinue to 
rise indefinitely. 

The impaet of higher oil 
priees on the world’ s eeonomies 
has been remarkably slight so far 
— mueh less, for example, than 
the eredit eruneh that has been 
unleashed by the “sub-prime” 
erisis in the United States — but 
in the longer run more expensive 
oil will drive up almost all other 
priees. The world is skating 
along the edge of a global reees- 
sion, and only the eontinued 
dynamism of the emerging 
Asian eeonomies keeps it from 
toppling in. 

In the Asia-Paeifie region, the 
year opened with China’s Janu- 
ary test of a satellite-killing mis- 
sile, whieh was probably meant 
mainly as a warning that it will 
reaet badly if Taiwan holds a 
referendum on ehanging the is- 
land’ s name from “Republie of 
China” to “Republie of Taiwan” 
before next year ’ s eleetion. Chi- 
na’ s anger over India’ s growing 
military relationship with the 
United States was underlined by 
the restatement in June of its 
elaim to the Indian state of 
Arunaehal Pradesh — but the 
Indian parliament’s refusal to 
ratify the nuelear part of the US- 
Indian deal in November sug- 
gested that the drift towards an 
Asia-Paeifie eold war is not yet 
unstoppable. 

The fall of Shinzo Abe ’ s gov- 
ernment in Japan in September, 
after less than a year in offiee, 
sparked speeulation that the 
Liberal Demoeratie Party ’ s half- 
eentury monopoly on power may 
be staggering to its end. Given 
the harshly nationalistie style of 
the faetion that has eontrolled 
the LDP sinee the turn of the 
eentury, this would eome as a 
eonsiderable relief to the eoun- 
try’s Asian neighbours — and 
also to many Japanese. In the 
Koreas, an agreement on dis- 
mantling North Korea’ s nuelear 
weapons programme led, in 
Oetober, to the first serious dis- 
eussions about an aetual peaee 
treaty to replaee the 54-year-old 
armistiee that ended the Korean 
War. 

The Burmese military junta 
erushed a non-violent popular 
uprising led by Buddhist 
monks, the first sinee 1988, by 
killing some hundreds of pro- 
testers and arresting thousands 
of monks. President Gloria 
Arroyo of the Philippines rode 
out the fifth eoup attempt in 
seven years, and the Thai mili- 
tary junta got popular approval 
for a new eonstitution that 
grants the military a large per- 
manent role even after demoe- 
raey is restored. 

The assassination of Paki- 
stan’s former prime minister 
Benazir Bhutto less than two 
weeks before the January elee- 











tion that might have returned 
the eountry to civilian rule put 
not just the election, but the 
country’s whole future as a de- 
mocracy in doubt. 

Farther west, the war in Af- 
ghanistan intensified in 2007, 
with foreign forces heavily en- 
gaged all across the south of the 
country against Pashtun rebels 
fighting under the T aliban ban- 
ner. Nevertheless, the coun- 
try’s export trade is thriving, 
with Afghan heroin now ac- 
counting for 93 percent of glo- 
bal production. And 
Turkmenistan’s ruler for the 
past 21 years, Saparmurat 
Niyazov, was succeeded on his 
death by his former dentist, 
Gurbanguly 
Berdymukhamedov. 

In the Middle East, President 
Bush’s troop “surge” in Iraq 
bought him an extra two years 
and ensured that he would be 
able to drop the mess in the lap 
of his successor, but it is still 
an unwinnable war for the 
United States. Some militias 
have switched sides for the 
moment for tactical reasons, but 
a poll conducted by ABC News, 
the BBC and Japan’s NTV in 
August found that 57 percent of 
Iraqis believe that attacks on US 
forces are acceptable. On the 
assumption that most Kurds (20 
percent of the population) are 
pro-American, the implication 
is that around three-quarters of 
Arab Iraqis have no problem 
with blowing up Americans. 

The great and frightening 
imponderable of the year was 
not the fate of Iraq, but the ques- 
tion of whether the United 
States would also attack Iran. 
Both President Bush and Vice- 
President Cheney repeatedly 
accused Iran of working on nu- 
clear weapons (predicting 
“World War III” if it were not 
stopped), and warned that “all 
options are on the table” includ- 
ing a US attack. In early Decem- 
ber, however, the sixteen US 
intelligence agencies produced 
a new National Intelligence 
Estimate which asserted that 
Iran has not been working on 
nuclear weapons for the past 
four years. Mr Bush grumpily 
insisted that Iran was still a 
threat because it MIGHT do so, 
but the likelihood that he could 
actually launch another war 
before leaving office dropped 
dramatically. 

Israel lost President Moshe 
Katsav to a sex scandal, and 
General Dan Halutz, Chief of 
Staff of the Israel Defence 
Forces, stepped down after be- 
ing condemned by the 
Winograd report for his role in 
the ill-conceived 2006 war 
against Lebanon. Amir Peretz, 
the defence minister, was 
ousted as Labour Party leader 
because of his bungling per- 
formance in the war. But Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert, equally 
criticised in the Winograd re- 
port, clung to office. 

This left Olmert in charge of 
the Israeli response to the 
armed take-over of the Gaza 
Strip in June by the Islamist 
movement Hamas, which re- 
j ects the whole notion of Israeli 
and Palestinian states existing 
side by side within the territory 
of former Palestine. Olmert’ s 
response was to blockade the 
Gaza Strip and try to strangle it 
economically in the hope of 
turning its residents against 
Hamas, and meanwhile to try 


for some sort of interim peace 
deal with the less militant 
Fatah-led “emergency govern- 
ment” that now governs the 
West Bank. 

But the people of the Gaza 
Strip, who strongly supported 
Hamas in the last Palestinian 
elections, have not turned 
against it despite soaring unem- 
ployment, deepening poverty, 
and food shortages. Olmert’ s 
cabinet is so deeply divided that 
he cannot offer terms for a peace 
settlement that even Fatah 
would seriously consider. The 
“peace process” that began with 
the 1993 Oslo accords is dead 
— but since nobody in power 
on either side wishes to contem- 
plate the alternatives, we get 
empty charades like the Arab- 
Israeli “summit” at Annapolis 
in November. 

We can see glimpses of the 
region’s real future, perhaps, 
in events like the postpone- 
ment of planned electoral re- 
forms in Jordan that might 
have allowed the local Islam- 
ists to win an election there, 
and the Israeli air strike in Syr- 
ia’ s northern desert in Septem- 
ber that was allegedly aimed at 
a suspected nuclear facility. In 
July the United States an- 
nounced a $60 billion military 
aid package to its three main 
allies in the region, Israel, 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. Leba- 
non has been teetering on the 
brink of civil war all year. 

Matters were much less mili- 
tary in Europe, where the great 
non-surprise of the year was the 
revelation this month that Rus- 
sia’ s President Vladimir Putin, 
who cannot run again in next 
year’s presidential election, 
will re-emerge as Prime Min- 
ister Vladimir Putin. To be fair, 
that is just the way most Rus- 
sian voters would have wanted 
it:, as they credit Putin for re- 
storing both Russia’s prosper- 
ity and its prestige — and it’s 
every bit as legal as Bill 
Clinton’s wife running for the 
presidency in the United States. 

The European Union finally 
got the constitution that French 
and Dutch voters rejected in 
referendums two years ago, 
cleverly re-packaged as a 3 12- 
page catalogue of amendments 
to existing treaties which does 
not require ratification by ref- 
erendum. It was actually quite 
a good constitution, and the 
French and the Dutch voted 
against it mainly because they 
were cross at the EU for letting 
Turkey become a candidate for 
membership, but the way it has 
been done leaves a bad taste in 
the mouth. Also, it now reads, 
as one British journalist put it, 
“like a manual for a forklift 
truck.” 

Tony Blair finally relin- 
quished the prime ministership 
in Britain in June to take up a 
lucrative career on the lecture 
circuit and a largely symbolic 
post as prominent-person-in- 
charge-of-doing-something- 
for-the-Palestinians, while his 
successor Gordon Brown strug- 
gled to get the hang of being 
prime minister after ten years 
in the number two job. Nicolas 
Sarkozy won the French presi- 
dency in May, promising to re- 
animate the French economy 
with sweeping free-market re- 
forms — but his wife promptly 
divorced him, and he soon ran 
into predictable resistance from 
the beneficiaries of the existing 


system in the form of nationwide 
strikes. 

In July Turkish democracy 
weathered a major crisis when 
voters decisively supported the 
“Muslim democrats” of the rul- 
ing Justice and Development 
Party against veiled threats of 
intervention by an army that still 
sees an Islamic party as a threat 
to the secular state. Polish vot- 
ers threw out the government of 
the “toxic twins” in October, 
rejecting two years of ultra-na- 
tionalism, anti-German xeno- 
phobia, and witch-hunts against 
anybody linked to the old Com- 
munist regime even in the most 
menial capacity — but one of the 
twins. Lech Kacynski, will stay 
on as president until 2010, 
which may make it hard for 
Donald Tusk’ s new centre-right 
government to get legislation 
through. And Belgium remained 
without a government six 
months after last June’s elec- 
tion, amidst alarmist talk that 
the country might finally break 
into its French- and Flemish- 
speaking parts, but agreement 
on an interim government was 
reached last week. 

One could continue with one- 
sentence summaries of the 
cyber-assault on the Estonian 
government, the mega- fires that 
ravaged forests in Greece and 
Tenerife, the anti-immigrant 
racism that marred the Swiss 
election in September, and so on 
for many paragraphs, because 
there are a great many countries 
in Europe. But such a list would 
serve no purpose, so let us leave 
Europe, noting only that 
Kosovo’s impending declara- 
tion of independence from Ser- 
bia may spark a new Balkan cri- 
sis in February, and look south- 


wards. 

Y ou have to look hard to find 
encouraging news from Africa. 
Ivory Coast has reunited, at least 
for the moment, after five years 
of civil war and division. The 
civil war in the Congo is still 
mostly over, although there was 
a flare-up in the north-east in 
September. Nigeria had a peace- 
ful transfer of power from one 
elected president to another, for 
the first time in its history — 
although only after the outgoing 
president was defeated in his 
attempt to change the constitu- 
tion and run for a third term. But 
the victor and new president of 
Nigeria, Umaru Y ar ’ Adua, won 
by an absurd four-to-one major- 
ity in an election that European 
Union observers described as 
“not credible” and the United 
States called “deeply disturb- 
ing”. “Tell” magazine put it 
best, claiming to quote Joseph 
Stalin: “Those who cast the 
votes decide nothing. Those who 
count the votes decide every- 
thing.” 

That’s the good news. The 
bad news is that almost all of 
north-eastern Africa is already 
at war or rapidly drifting in that 
direction. The Darfur war in 
south-western Sudan has spilled 
over into Chad and the Central 
African Republic, exacerbating 
the local conflicts there, and the 
peace deal that ended the far 
bigger, decades-long war be- 
tween southern Sudan and the 
centre is breaking down. Ethio- 
pia is fighting its own rebel citi- 
zens in the north-east and wag- 
ing a brutal and indiscriminate 
campaign against civilians and 
resistance fighters alike in oc- 
cupied Somalia, while to the 
north Eritrea, Africa’ s Sparta, is 


gearing up for another war with 
Ethiopia. These are some of the 
poorest countries in Africa and 
perhaps also among the earliest 
victims of climate change, 
which may explain why they are 
also being ravaged by war. Bad 
things come in threes. 

East Africa and southern Af- 
rica are in far better shape, of 
course, apart from the ongoing 
disaster of Zimbabwe, but even 
there very few countries have an 
economic growth rate that is 
more than one or two points 
higher than their population 
growth rate. It will be a great 
many years, at that rate, before 
the majority of their people es- 
cape from grinding poverty. 

The main story in Latin 
America all year has been the 
advance of the left, fuelled in 
part by Venezuelan oil wealth. 
Hugo Chavez was the role model 
in Ecuador, where President 
Rafael Correa won power in 
January on a platform of radical 
reform. Venezuela paid the le- 
gal bills when Bolivia national- 
ised its gas fields and extracted 
more revenue from the foreign 
companies that operate them. 
And Venezuela is now provid- 
ing so much aid to Cuba, mainly 
in the form of cheap oil, that the 
subsidies compare with those 
that Castro used to get from the 
Soviet Union. That certainly 
helped to stabilise Cuba’s tran- 
sition from Fidel Castro’s one- 
man rule to the new “collective 
leadership” — but there was a 
nationwide sigh of relief when 
the still ailing Castro finally in- 
dicated in December that he did 
not intend to take power back. 

In the United States, the war 
in Iraq fell off the front pages as 
American military casualties 


declined, though it will probably 
be back there by next summer: 
everybody, including the Iraqi 
insurgents, knows how the Tet 
offensive turned American opin- 
ion decisively against the Viet- 
nam war in the election year of 
1968. The presidential prima- 
ries, the most wide open in dec- 
ades, were already taking up al- 
most all the available media 
space by year’ s end, but no can- 
didate in either party had estab- 
lished an unbeatable lead. The 
US dollar was collapsing in ex- 
ternal markets, but most atten- 
tion focussed instead on the col- 
lapse of the domestic mortgage 
market and the risk of a reces- 
sion. 

What else? A theatrical com- 
petition for rights to the Arctic 
seabed opened up, with Russian 
submarines planting flags on the 
bottom at the North Pole and 
Canada investing in new armed 
icebreakers to patrol the North- 
west Passage, but the rival 
claims will really be settled by 
geological evidence in front of 
an international court. Australia 
dumped its long-serving prime 
minister, a serial climate change 
denier, and promptly signed the 
Kyoto accord. And a British 
court told the Chagos Islanders 
that they could finally go home 
to their home on Diego Garcia, 
now a key US airbase in the In- 
dian Ocean, only 41 years after 
Britain illegally expelled them 
to make room for its American 
ally. 

So it wasn’t all bad, was it?

Once you have 
found out which foods are and are 
not good for you then you can 
start your new intake regime and 
will soonbegin to feel muchbetter. 

Y our body needs your full at- 


So what does the above saying 
mean? Literally what it says, that 
one persons food intake could be 
bad for another person. In other 
words, ifyouhaveadieselcaryou 
don’t put petrol in it to keep it 
running. Ifyou did the car would 
stillrun, butnot very well and only 
for a short while until it breaks 
down. If you were to do the same 
to your body constantly it would 
do the same. Ifyou consume some- 
thing that your body is intolerant 
to then it stops functioning prop- 
erly because it is sharing its work- 
load between its normal function 
and combating the intolerants you 
have created. The more intolerants 
you create the more burden on 
your body’ s immune system, this 
causes problems such as weight 
gain, etc. 


The body can function on bad 
quality foods that are not good for 
you, but, eventually, it will start 
developing problems, like arthri- 
tis, skin infections, brain fog, etc. 
Then you hit breakdown and 
that ’ s when you can develop can- 
cers, heart and bowel problems. 
All these conditions begin be- 
cause either the quality of the food 
is poor, or you’re intolerant to 
certain foods, or it is not the cor- 
rect food for your body type 
(food that is balanced for your 
body and only your body). The 
body itself then has to work twice 
as hard to combat all these prob- 
lem invaders. This, in turn, stops 
the body working on its mainjob, 
your everyday functions! If you 
continue eating incorrectly your 
body concentrates on trying to

eliminate the bad products or stor- 
ing it in fat around your body. 

Also, with not eating for your 
body type your food is not finely 
tuned so the body has to work very 
hard breaking down the food. The 
body itself is very strong and re- 
silient, but if it has this constant 
overload then it will eventually at 
some point collapse and break- 
down. 

This might come as some kind 
of warning, or it could be some- 
thing serious. You need to look 
after your body because you only 
have the one and you can’ t change 
it for another model, even though 
at times we all have had that 
thought ‘if only’! 

At this point, no doubt, you’re 
all thinking, what can I eat then? 
And what food is bad for me?

shaved head and baby face give 
him a cherubic countenance, re- 
veals what he really wants to do 
in life.

A startling disclosure, and 
maybe the moment that brought 
it home to us that life on board this 
ship, SeaDream2, is farremoved 
from the mass market cruising 
boom. If you’ll forgive the box- 
ing pun, it’s an upper cut above 
the rest. 

But first we must mind our 
language. On SeaDream all men- 
tion of “cmising” is banned. Here, 
we are “sailing”, our journey is a 
“voyage”, cabins are “state- 
rooms” and excursions in the vari- 
ous ports of call are “land adven- 
tures”. 

Subtle stuff indeed, but it ’ s the 
hallmark of SeaDream’ s determi- 


nation to be marked out as differ- 
ent from the pack in a rapidly 
growing sector of the holiday 
market. 

For a start there’s the size. 
SeaDream 1 and SeaDream 2 are 
two identical 4,300-ton vessels 
in a luxury fleet formed in 200 1 
by N orwegian entrepreneur Atle 
Brynestad and his American col- 
league Larry Pimentel, and each 
carry a maximum of just 5 5 lucky 
couples, fussed over by 92 staff 
and crew. 

Like Attila, many staff are 
Hungarian. Collectively they 
deliver impeccable service with 
a smile, unhindered by any re- 
quirement to take payment or run 
a tab because on SeaDream ships 
all drinks (with the exception of 
vintage wines in the dining room) 
are inclusive, and there’ s no tip- 
ping. 

F or anyone who ’ s travelled on

behaviour but our cruise ship’s drinks 
waiter, the memorably named Attila 
from Hungary, is flat calm as ever and 
it’s service as normal.

had settled, SeaDream 2 headed 
back northwards on what was to 
prove one of the highlights of the 
voyage, a slow pass along the 
“Cinque Terre” coast followed 
by a visit to Portofmo. 

We managed to bag a Balinese 
DreamBed, a super-comfy dou- 
ble raised sunbed on the top deck 
from where you can enj oy unob- 
stmcted views (and if you’re so 
relaxed that later you feel like 
sleeping under the stars, staff will 
provide pillows and a duvet). 

An expert Italian guide had 
been brought aboard to provide a 
commentary as the five coastal 
villages known as the Cinque 
T erre slipped by, while the warm 
sun turned the sea - so green the 
previous day - a sparkling azure 
blue. 

Clinging haphazardly to steep 
cliffs, the isolated and enchant- 
ing villages are linked by well- 
established hiking footpaths, 
narrow roads and, amazingly, a 
railway line. We learned that

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Counting the cost 
of hospital stays 


As if worrying about a premature or sick baby wasn’t bad enough, a 
new survey has found parents are having to find up to £200 (€279) a 
week to cover extra costs while their children are in hospital in the 
UK. We ask the experts what those costs are and how parents can 
avoid them. 


Around 80,000 babies every 
year are bom premature or sick, 
and many are in hospital for 
months. And as if the heartache 
of that wasn’t bad enough, such 


hospital stays can cost worried 
parents a small fortune. 

A new survey from the prema- 
ture baby charity BLISS shows 
that, on average, parents are 


spending an extra £189 (€263) 
per week during the time their 
baby’s in hospital. 

The average total spend for par- 
ents was £1,885 (€2,622.50) -but 


in some cases the extra cost was 
more than £15,000 (€20,871), on 
top of all the usual costs associ- 
ated with having a baby. 

Some of the significant costs 
were travel to and from hospital 
(the average weekly cost was 
£62 (€86)), food away from 
home (average weekly cost £24 
(€33.50)), and lost earnings. 

Similar costs are also likely 
to be suffered by parents of any 
child in hospital, not just babies. 

But in addition, because many 
mothers had used a large chunk 
of their maternity leave before 
their premature babies had even 
arrived home from hospital, 
those surveyed were sometimes 
forced to either take unpaid 
leave, find childcare, or give up 
work altogether.

they’re fully informed about 
them and feel confident that they 
can say no. 

“Being well-informed will 
make you feel more confident 
about having the ‘drugs conver- 
sation’ with your child. Y ou can

“If s up to you to help your 
child handle the pressure - talk 
to them about how to handle 
feeling uncomfortable about 
saying no. 

“Finally, make sure you tell 
your child the risks involved 
in taking different drugs, how 
to tell if someone’s taken 
them, and the signs that show 
if something’s wrong.” 


A: Callum Jacobs, a spokes- 
man for FRANK, the Govern- 
ment’ s drug awareness cam- 
paign, says: “The recent story 
about the 12-year-old is tragic 
and will no doubt have wor- 
ried many parents - however, 
it’s important that parents 
don’t panic. Not all kids are 
doing drugs. FRANKresearch 
shows that more than three- 
quarters ofl2-18year olds say 


they have no plans to take 
drugs in the near future. In 
fact, 70% of teenagers feel 
they can simply say no to an 
unwanted offer of drugs. 

“However, 2 1 % of teens ad- 
mit they’d be tempted to try a 
drug to join in with mates. 
Many teens are influenced by 
their friends or older kids so 
it’s important you ensure that 
if your child’s offered drugs.

Amy Edmunds ofBLISS, says: 
“These are all costs that are al- 
mo St as unexpected as the baby ’ s 
arrival often was, but they can 
have long-term consequences for 
the families involved.” 

BLISS found that 60% of par- 
ents got family or friends to look 
after their other children while 
they were at the hospital, but for 
those who couldn’t, the average 
cost of childcare for the period 
was £552 (€768). 

“Such childcare is a cost 
that’ s often not been considered 
- but ifparents can’trely on fam- 
ily and friends to help out, it’s 
hard to avoid,” says Edmunds. 

Nearly half of parents (44%) 
lost earnings through having to 
take time off work, with the av- 
erage total loss being £2,457 
(€3,419.50). 

Losses are felt particularly by 
those who are self-employed, as 
the Correia family discovered 
when baby Indie was bom at 25 
weeks. 

Tiny Indie, who weighed just 
lib 14oz, was bom in Febmary 
last year at St Thomas’ Hospi- 
tal in London. His mother Kerri 
was flown there after her waters 
broke and the hospital in Jersey, 
where she lives, felt she needed 
expert care on the mainland. 


For four months, Kerri stayed 
at a house provided free for par- 
ents by the hospital while Indie 
was treated for chronic lung dis- 
ease and underwent heart and 
hernia operations. However, her 
husband Jo and three-year-old 
daughter Sienna had to repeat- 
edly fly over to visit. 

Add to this the fact that Jo is a 
self-employed painter and deco- 
rator and was losing earnings, 
and it’s not hard to see why 
Indie ’ s prematurity cost the fam- 
ily around £8,000 (€11,135). 

Kerri stopped work at an ad- 
vertising agency when Indie was 
bom, and says: “I haven’t even 
been able to go back part-time. 

“Indie was totally unexpected 
when he came, as were the 
costs.” 

She adds: “When Indie was 
bom, Sienna didn’t really under- 
stand where I’d gone. My hus- 
band had a hard j ob trying to jug- 
gle the family life, but Sienna 
adapted well. 

“It was very difficult emotion- 
ally and financially, but you get 
through it - you just have to.”

Free [wild] camping should 
be everywhere 

SIR, With regard to recent let- 
ters in your newspaper about 
motorhomes and free camping, we 
belong to the Motor Caravaners 
Club (MCC) and have been com- 
ing to the Algarve every winter 
since 1 996. Whilst we are here we 
stay in a touring Caravan Park, for 
the friendship of fellow campers 


and the weather. On our trip to 
Algarve we have to travel through 
France and Spain. The MCC are 
keen to start a system like the 
French one and have been success- 
ful in one location so far. This is in 
Northern Ireland where all the vil- 
lagers have shares in the equip- 
ment for fresh water, emptying of 
grey water and sewage. 

France has a system inplace for 
free camping on the edge of town 
or indeed next to the T own Hall or 
Fire Station. These towns and vil- 
lages embrace the idea ofnew tour- 
ists visiting their village, buying a 
meal, shopping for food and buy- 
ing petrol etc. Y ou can buy a book 
in newsagents in the Spring, which 
gives all the locations, of which 
there are over 1,500. 

In Spain it is possible to stay 
overnight at a petrol station, res- 
taurant carpark, supermarket car 
park etc. The campsites there are 
very expensive at€20 - 45 anight. 
So people are not encouraged to 
stay there. We go to one campsite 
near Salamanca and then head for 
Evora, where we stay on an 
Orbitor site. 

We free camp the rest of the 
time, before settling in our favour- 
ite spot for the winter. 

The sales in the UK of motor 
homes is increasing every year by 
30% or more, so there must be 
goodreasonstobuy one. Owners 
of motor homes are retired solici- 
tors, doctors, nurses, school 
teachers, council workers, bakers, 
secretaries, mechanics, the list 
goes on. 

There are, of course, those who 
wish to free camp all the time they 
travel through Europe. No one is 
more aware where there is fresh 
water, where they can empty their 
toilet, where the local supermar- 
ket is, where the doctor or dentist 
is, etc. All this information is 
handed around by word of mouth. 
Local traders are usually only too 
pleased with the added income. 

An experiment was done in 
Australia where a ‘Christmas in 
July’ event was being held in 


Mareeba, Queensland. Over 200 
motorhomes attended this event 
[held] in the Rodeo Ground. Eve- 
rybody was asked to hand in their 
receipts from their shopping 
trips. These receipts were added 
up at the end of the two weeks and 
the Mayor was told how much we 
had all spent in his town - it was 
over 200,000 Australian Dollars. 
He was so impressedhe gave eve- 
ryone an open invitation to stay 
on the Rodeo Ground any time 
they want, for no matter how long 
they wanted whenever they 
wanted. So don’t shoo away free 
camping too lightly.

Smoking, from p.1. 

Lights Out 

Portugal has fallen into line with most Western 
European countries after new anti-smoking laws to 
clamp down on smoking in public places came into 
effect this week. The groundbreaking legislation 
follows two previous botched attempts at outlawing 
smoking in public spaces the past three years. The 
law has generally been well accepted by smokers, 
though a large number were still being told to put out 
their cigarettes after lighting up unwittingly in an 
enclosed space days after the law had come into 
force. The man whose task it is to uphold anti-smoking 
legislation was one of these offenders, but he remains 
adamant that he was within the law when he lit up 
within a casino despite indications to the contrary from 
the Health Ministry. 


A smoking ban in Portugal 
took effect this week as pub- 
lic buildings, cafes, bars and 
restaurants reopened after the 
New Year holiday. While 
most smokers appeared to be 
observing the new rules, au- 
thorities have so far confirmed 
two incidents where fines 
were issued for non-compli- 
ance with the smoking ban. 

One was handed to a cafe 
owner in the Algarve who, af- 
ter calling in police to deal with 
a customer refusing to smoke 
outside, was himself fined for 
not having posted the required 
non-smoking warnings. 

The initial offender escaped 
sanction as he had left before 
police arrived. 

The law, banning smoking in 
licensed premises with fewer 
than 100 square metres, came 
into force at midnight on Janu- 
ary Lf But many bars and clubs 
ignored the smokingrestrictions 
during New Year festivities in 
the early hours of Tuesday. 

First signs of the real impact 
of the new legislation became 
visible on Tuesday, with own- 
ers of cafes and restaurants 
across Portugal asking smokers 
to light up outside. 

Many proprietors of larger 
establishments over 1 00 
square metres in area also said 
they would either ban smok- 
ing or consider providing 
smoking areas as stipulated 
under the new laws. 

Smoking zones in bars and 
restaurants are subject to 
stringent regulations, includ- 
ing provision of powerful air 
conditioning and ventilation 
systems, and many businesses 
say they cannot afford to in- 
stall such systems. 

Smokers breaking the ban 
face fines of between 50 and 
750 euros. Building owners 
could have to pay from 50 to 
1 ,000 euros if they allow peo- 
ple to smoke. It is also now il- 
legal to sell cigarettes to minors 
under the age of 18. 

Police and the ASAE food 
safety agency are responsible 
for enforcing the new laws. 

But ASAE chief Antonio 
Nunes came under fire from 
anti- smoking groups after he 
was photographed appar- 
ently breaking the law on its 
first day. 


Nunes, caught smoking a ci- 
gar at the Estoril Casino outside 
Lisbon, said he was not aware 
the ban applied to casinos and 
despite a statement from the 
Health Ministry that the law 
applied to all enclosed spaces, 
including casinos, Nunes re- 
mained adamant he would seek 
additional legal clarification on 
the matter. 

The ASAE chief, whose 
agency is notorious for its lack 
of leniency when applying the 
law, was not fined for breaking 
the legislation he is appointed 
to uphold. 

The government has mean- 
while explained the law has 
two primary objectives: the 
protection of non-smokers, es- 
timated at 75 percent of the 
Portuguese population, and the 
defence of the “most vulner- 
able”, suchas children and teen- 
agers. 

Portugal’s legislation is 
largely based on that enforced 
in the United States, which has 
been widely criticised here. 

Restaurant associations ar- 
gue that modem U.S. architec- 
ture allows for anti-tobacco 
laws there to be effective, 
whereas in Portugal, especially 
in the historical city centres of 
Lisbon, Oporto and Coimbra, 
smoking will be completely 
outlawed as only a handful of 
1 00-plus square metre venues 
exist. 

Bar owners have also been 
critical of what they term to be 
the government’s double- 
standards, saying that while 16- 
year-olds can serve prison 
terms and consume liquor, they 
will be breaking the law by 
smoking before they reach 1 8 . 

Figures recently published 
by the anti-tobacco association 
say that more than 12,000 peo- 
ple die each year in Portugal as 
a direct result of smoking. 

In addition to the new legis- 
lation, smokers will be further 
encouraged to give up their 
habit with the average cost of 
a pack of cigarettes climbing 
by around ten percent, trans- 
lating into an additional cost of 
approximately 30 cents a 
pack. 

Those who smoke a pack a 
day are set to pay around € 1 1 0 
more in 2008 than they did in 
2007 for their cigarettes.

Fans of tomato sauce will be 
pleased to hear recent news that 
it can help cut your cholesterol, 
and can provide the basis of some 
tasty dishes too. We take ketchup 
from the sidelines with some 
recipe ideas - from ice cream to 
the perfect barbecue sauce. 

Move ketchup away from the 
sidelines and squeeze some into 
your life, because new studies 
suggest tomato sauce isn’t just 
good on chips - it’ s also good for 
our health. 

Research done by the Univer- 
sity of Oulu in F inland found that 
a dash of the red stuff three times 
a day can help cut our cholesterol. 
The scientists discovered the 
sauce helps lower the level of LDL 


(low-density lipoprotein), or 
‘bad’ cholesterol, which clogs up 
the arteries, increasing the risk of 
heart attacks and strokes. 

A group of 2 1 men and women 
took part in the study, adding 
30g, or six teaspoons, of ketchup 
to their daily diet - as well as two 
glasses of tomato juice - and saw 
their cholesterol levels drop sig- 
nificantly in the space of just three 
weeks. 

There aren’tmany households 
without a bottle of ketchup in 
their cupboard, but now, instead 
of just smothering it on your 
burger, you can put it to better 
culinary use thanks to a new book 
by Paul Hartley, The Heinz To- 
mato Ketchup Cookbook. 


His recipes are eclectic to say 
the least, including Gazpacho 
with Anchovy Croutons and 
Veggie Moussaka. Seafood lov- 
ers should try the Moroccan Fish 
Tagine, or for those with a sweet 
tooth, have a go at the TK & 
Passionfruit Ice-cream.

To prepare: 

Heat the oil in a large pan and 
fry the onion gently for five min- 
utes. Add the tomatoes and cook 
for a few more minutes. Stir in the 


ketchup, cumin and paprika and 
then gradually cook the fish 
stock. Turn the heat up to full for 
two minutes and then take the 
pan off the heat and keep warm. 

Preheat the grill to high, brush 
the fillets with the olive oil and 
season with salt and pepper. 
Grill skin side up for about five 
minutes. While the fish is cook- 
ing add the olives, tahini, pre- 


served lemon and fresh herbs 
(reserving a few herbs to gar- 
nish) to the sauce in the pan, stir 
gently and reheat. Check the sea- 
soning. 

Put the fish into four warmed 
soup bowls, spoon over the sauce 
and scatter the remaining herbs 
over the top. Y ou could also serve 
this over steamed couscous or 
bulgur wheat. 


TKS^ Passionimit Ice-cream 



Ingredients (Makes 2 litres) 

8 egg yolks 
150g caster sugar 
125g fresh passionfruit pulp 
(or 4-6 passionfruit) 

125g fresh tomato pulp 
4tbsp Heinz Tomato 
Ketchup 
2tbsp lemon juice 
300ml double cream 
To prepare: 

Put the egg yolks and caster 
sugar into a food processor and 
blend until they turn a pale 
creamy colour. Add the 
passionfruit, tomatoes, ketchup 
and lemonjuice andblitz again for 
about 30 seconds. 

In a separate large bowl whip 
the cream until it forms stiff 
peaks.

Put into a plastic tub and 
freeze for about 45 minutes, or 20 
minutes if you have a fast freeze 
facility. 

Remove from the freezer and 
stir the ice-cream well. Return 
to the freezer for another 45 
minutes (or 20 minutes, for fast 
freeze), remove and repeat the 
stirring. This will avoid the ice- 
cream crystallising. You may 
need to do this one further time 
just before the ice cream is com- 
pletely frozen. 

Flavours can be blunted by the 
cold so leave the ice-cream to 
stand at room temperature for a 
few minutes before serving deco- 
rated with a stem of fresh redcur- 
rants and some dark chocolate 
shavings.

Christmas cactus (Schlumbergera) 


I just love these low-mainte- 
nance houseplants, which burst 
into bloom around Christmas 
time, producing a profusion of 
sizzling flowers on spreading 
stems in colours from vibrant 
reds and purples to shimmering 
pinks. Further hybridising has 
led to more colours including 
white, orange and yellow. 

The kindest way to treat these 
plants is to put them on a bright 
windowsill (but out of full sun) 
and leave them alone. If you 
turn them the buds may drop. 

Plants in bloom last longer in 
cooler rooms and you need to 


keep the plant on the dry side 
for a few weeks after flowering 
and after that water sparingly 
and never let the plant become 
waterlogged or let it stand in a 
saucer full of water. 

When plants are larger, re- 
potting (in ericaceous com- 
post) only becomes necessary 
when the plant has outgrown 
the pot, or it does not grow 
well. If they like their situation 
and are allowed plenty of light, 
these plants will flower year 
after year - it’s like an extra 
Christmas present each De- 
cember. 



From plot to plate 


Celery 

It has a reputation for being 
difficult, but celery growing has 
been made easier with self- 
blanching varieties. It should be 
sown indoors at least eight 
weeks before the last frosts and 
then planted out between April 
and mid-May, in well condi- 
tioned soil which has received 
the addition of plenty of compost 


or rotted manure. 

Self blanching varieties can 
be lifted between July and No- 
vember, while trench varieties 
are grown for winter use. Keep 
the patch weeded but don’t cul- 
tivate deeply because the roots 
are close to the surface. 

The soil should be kept moist 
but not waterlogged and you will 


need to blanch trench varieties 
in July when they are around 
3 0cm high, earthing up the stems 
at intervals so that only the green 
tips are showing, in order to 
lengthen and improve the stems. 

They can be harvested, re- 
moving stalks from the outside 
of the plants when they are big 
enough, or by cutting the whole 
plant at the soil line.

Select healthy bare- 
root plants 

1 . Avoid plants with 
shrivelled or discoloured 
stems or buds which are 
starting to grow. 

2. Squeeze the rootball 
between your hands to 
check its condition. It should 
be firm and moist. If the net- 
ting which is holding the soil 
around the root is damaged 
or the soil is too loosely 
packed, the roots may be 
drying out. 

3. Avoid plants with dis- 
torted stems, which may in- 
dicate a badly grown plant.

Winter is the time for look- 
ing for some colour to 
brighten our gardens and also 
to think about shrubs for fu- 
ture years. 

Pansies are for most people 
very well known and possibly 
for this reason overlooked, but 
their colourful flowers will, 
with care, continue for many 
months. The large flowered 
improved varieties belong to 
the extensive group of violas. 
They are hardy and will there- 
fore survive in regions where 
frost is prevalent. If you buy 
them while they are in flower

you will be able to colour coor- 
dinate them to other plants 
within the same border. They do 
best in partial shade, especially 
in the very hot regions and need 
a rich, fertile soil mixture that 
is well drained. They are usu- 
ally treated as annuals, but one 
or two will continue for succes- 
sive years even in the hot Al- 
garve, though they may become 
straggly. One of the secrets of 
their continuous flowering is to 
dead head them weekly and, es- 
pecially during the summer 
months, give them water sev- 
eral times weekly. 


Several varieties of 
Callistemon - Bottle Brush - 
shrubs that originated in Aus- 
tralia and Tasmania make very 
attractive additions to any gar- 
den, with possibly the most 
popular the red flowered C. 
citrinus that reaches up to 5m 
high. Callistemons like a good 
soil mixture and thrive well in 
hot dry situations as well as sur- 
viving low temperatures. We 
have three varieties that, not 
only survived -8°C during the 
2004/5 winter months but have 
flowered well throughout the 
successive years. Water well 


during the growing season 
and give a monthly applica- 
tion of a balanced liquid fer- 
tiliser. One ofthe advantages 
with these small trees is that 
they are very fast growing 
and flower from a very early 
age if given plenty of atten- 
tion. They also have a second 
flowering period during the 
year. But one very important 
point is that they must not be 
dead headed as the thin 
branches on which they have 
flowered continue to grow 
with future flowers appear- 
ing on the same branch.

Storm Warnings 


Winter storms and blizzards 
are common occurrences in 
Iowa where I grew up. Many a 
winter school day is canceled 
due to an abundance of snow, 
ice and wind. We call them 
“snow days. ” School adminis- 
trators build a few extra days 
into the yearly academic calen- 
dar based on the assumption 
that they will indeed occur. 
When school is canceled be- 
cause of inclement weather, the 
students are usually delighted. 
Unless of course, the snow day 
occurs on the day of a planned 
party or special event. My six 
year old grandson was devas- 
tated one day last winter when 
school was cancelled the day his 
class was scheduled to enjoy a 
children’s theatre event which 
could not be rescheduled. 

Weather forecasters today 
often know about winter 
storms, hurricanes and torna- 
dos before they occur. Warn- 
ings are broadcast so that appro- 
priate safety measures can be 
taken. Windows can be boarded 
up, water and canned goods 
stockpiled and houses evacu- 
ated. Yet, in spite of elaborate 
technology allowing for early 
detection and notification, un- 
necessary damage and devasta- 
tion still occur when people do 
not heed these warnings. 

Chuck Swindoll, a famous 
American preacher, once de- 
scribed belief as a verb that de- 
mands a response. If someone 
tells you the house is on fire and 
you truly believe them, you 
will take appropriate precau- 
tions that involve saving valu- 


ables and evacuating the 
premises. Recently the South- 
ern California fires threatened 
to destroy the homes of sev- 
eral family members of mine 
who live in San Diego country. 
Had they not taken seriously 
the imminent danger of the 
fires' progress, they might 
have been numbered among 
those whose lives were lost in 
this tragedy. 

When we believe a warning it 
affects our behavior. Ifwe be- 
lieve the doctor’s diagnosis of 
a critical health problem we will 
take the necessary medication 
to remedy the situation. Belief 
affects our behavior. This is 
true in all areas of life including 
our walk of faith. The Bible is 
full of warnings that we need to 
heed. The most important 
warning is that we are all sinners 
(Romans 3:23) and that the 
penalty for sin is death (Ro- 
mans 6:23). In His great love, 
however, God made provision 
for us. There is a cure we can 
cling to when we believe what 
God says about our spiritual 
condition. In light of these 
warnings, the action our belief 
demands is our complete trust 
in and acceptance of God’s 
freely offered gift of eternal life.

December - Positive end to 2007 



While most revellers who saw in the New Year this week will have hoped 
2008 would bring about an improvement in their lives, the main stories covered 
by The Portugal News in the last month of 2007 were lined with optimism. 
Not only did high ranking officials announce their wishes to stage a World 
Cup here, but official figures released in terms of economy and tourism were 
hugely positive. 


At the beginning of December, 
The Portugal News revealed the 
details of an audacious attempt 
by national football authorities to 
stage the W orld Cup in Portugal. 

But with Portugal’s impres- 
sive staging of Euro 2004, no 
longer is the staging of a major 
event in this country seen as a 
possible danger. 

While Spain hosted the foot- 
ball World Cup in 1982, the for- 
mulation of a j oint bid with Por- 
tugal could prove successful as 
the two countries are likely to 
receive support from “allies” in 
Latin America andAfhcathatwill 
go a long way to ensuring the Ibe- 
rian Peninsula is the venue of the 
prestigious tournament in 20 1 8 . 

World football’s governing 
body FIFA has scrapped the ro- 
tation system between conti- 
nents and after the 2010 tourna- 
ment in South Africa and in Bra- 
zil four years later, it is almost a 
certainty the 2018 World Cup 
will be in Europe. 

Russia has already announced 
its intentions to launch its candi- 
dacy, and bids are expected from 
England, the United States, China 
and Australia, while Holland, 
Belgium and Luxembourg are 
preparing a joint bid. 

But Portugal could have the 
final say. 

The country’ s exceptional suc- 
cess in hosting the Euro 2004 al- 
ready makes it a credible candidate, 
and with the addition of Spain to 
the bid, an Iberian tournament has 
a good chance of success. 

The next week, it emerged that 
Portugal, for the first time in 
many years, managed to outgrow 
Eurozone economies. 

The Organisation for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment revealed late last year 
that the Portuguese economy is 
to accelerate in 2008. The Paris- 
based organisation, despite re- 
leasing relatively modest growth 
targets for Portugal in 2008, says 
the country will converge with 
the Euro Zone for the first time 
in seven years and is optimistic 
that this trend will be maintained 


through into 2009. 

While consumer confidence in 
Portugal continues to lag behind 
that of most European partners, 
the OECD is still anticipating a 
bumper year for the country. 

The organisation says the 
economy will grow by two per- 
cent next year, thereby surpass- 
ing Euro Zone growth figures for 
the first time since the turn of the 
millermium. 

Private investment, says the 
OECD, will rise by almost 50 
percent this year in relation to 
2007, moving up from the ex- 
pected 2.5 percent now to 3.8 
percent at the end of 2008. In- 
vestment will be modest in 2009, 
but will still expand to 4.3 per- 
cent. 

Exports will continue to rise 
handsomely, but so too will im- 
ports, though Portugal will con- 
sistently maintain a healthy 
cushion in terms of its trade bal- 
ance. 

Unemployment will repeat- 
edly drop by 0.3 percent a year 
from its current figure of 7.9 per- 
cent. The Euro Zone jobless rate 
stands at 6.8 percent. 

Later in December, The Por- 
tugal News told readers that 
most Portuguese cities could be 
equipped with high tech surveil- 
lance systems this year, with the 
government pushing to have 
problem areas in cities and towns 
across the country covered by 
CCTV, saying it will cover the 
cost of installing equipment and 
ensure human resources to moni- 
tor footage. 

Downtown Oporto, where a 
recent spate of assassinations of 
night club guards has generated a 
generalised sense of insecurity in 
the city, is set to be the first venue 
in Portugal where every move- 
ment will be monitored by 
CCTV. 

With the plan approved for 
Oporto, problem areas in 
Guimaraes have also received the 
green light next to install cameras. 

Coimbra, Portimao and 
F atrma, all have pending requests 
currently being evaluated by the 


National Data Protection Com- 
mission (CNPD). 

While some would have ques- 
tioned repeating a similar story 
with the same headline more than 
30 years on, it remained true as 
statistics reveal that 2007 was a 
bumper year as tourists continue 
to flood the country despite a 
slowdown of economies across 
the globe. 

Under the 30-year old head- 
line, ‘Business is Booming! ’ read- 
ers learnt that Portugal had raked 
in seven billion euros as a direct 
result of tourism in 2007 

The number of tourists visit- 
ing the country also now com- 
fortably outweigh Portugal’ s to- 
tal population, with more than 1 2 
million visitors recorded in what 
was termed “a notable year for 
Portuguese tourism”. 

Similarly, officials at F aro Air- 
port are dealing with an ever-in- 
creasing flow ofpassengers. 

In proj ected figures handed to 
The Portugal News, the ANA 
airport authority estimates that 
close to 5.5 million passengers 
walked through Faro airport in 
2007. 

With almost 400,000 passen- 
gers more when compared with 
last year (an increase of 7.5 per- 
cent) growth at F aro in 2007 is the 
biggest since 1999 and the fifth 
highest jump since the 1980s. 

This growth has been greeted 
with surprise in some quarters, 
with observers initially forecast- 
ing a tough year for tourism, es- 
pecially in the Algarve, follow- 
ing the disappearance of 
Madeleine McCann, though fig- 
ures suggest the case has had lit- 
tle, if any, effect on tourism. 

Looking back to the inaugural 
year of The Portugal News, the 
number of passengers arriving at 
Faro airport has increased by an 
astonishing 900 percent. 

Nonetheless, the newspa- 
per’s founding year, 1977, is as- 
sociated with the best ever year 
in Faro airport’s 41 year history 
in terms of year-on-year growth, 
with passenger figures soaring by 
61.8 percent in relation to 1976.
